Few people like tu achnit that 
they ill.' not know as mucli aluuit pictuies 
as the next nue, every one wants tu buy 
what suits his nwn |iartieular lasti', or il 
nut imbued with egiitism to tlial extenl, 
he falls into the lire in selecting the au- 
thority on whose advice he stakes his 
wealth.

Donald A. -Smith, with a bid uf .^15,01)0 
carried oil' the gem uf the .Morgan collec- 
tion in New York last year, it was like 
the first ambitious and defiant crow of the 
youthful ciiautioleer, and it echoed around 
the art \V"AA.

Perhaps .Sir 
Donald paid too much for it, but it is hard 
to aay when ton iiiuch has been [laid fur a 
truly great wuik of art. Like the yuung 
lady in Punch with tlie bric-a-bi-ac teaiiut , 
it would be well if Canaila could bo in- 
duced to live up to that picture in the 
matter uf future art purchasing. To be 
sure, it is not the representative of tin- 
highest form of art, but it is a piece uf 
sound, honest work, and well wurtliy lu 
be the staiuiaid ut fuiure buyers.

The J'acitic 
Coast Steamship coiupany will receive 
such froighta directly from nnumg tho 
cargoes of the ocean steamers and carr^- 
them to I'oi-t .Moody, where t lie goods 
will he tiansferred lolhc cars of the Can- 
adian railroad free of all duties, 
so far as the S;ui I*'ranci.sci> c(d- 
lector is concerned. Collector linger 
received also from the secretary of the 
Treasury a bhink bond in tho sum of 
§100,000, which il is |)ro|M,,sed will be 
filled out by the I'acil'n; (.'oast Steamship 
cumi)any, wliose vessels, i( will bu seen, 
will act somewhat as the fi'ri'ies liclu'een 
the trans- I'acilic steauishiiis .and the Can- 
ada Pacilic railroad.

Collector lla^cr s;iys I hat the 
change, if it liecomcs fully operative, may 
rostdt in a hi'allhfiil .id jiisl ineii! in freight 
rates, and eannoi but be a iK'iielicial move- 
ment in l)ohalf of the general commercial 
Olid mercantile world. The systen), lie 
sftj'K, is of course in a measure a blow to 
the Southern I'aeihe raihord and the 
Atchison, Tnpeka and .^aiiia fe and nlliei 
southern lines, as il tends to willidr.iw a 
certain amount of trade in freight carry 
iug from their routes.
